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CONGRESSMAN VANE 
WINS REPUBLICAN 
SENATE^ELECTION 


Proponent Of Light Wine 
And Beer Is Con­ 
ceded Victory 


PH ILA D ELPH IA , Pa., May 
19.-—Congressman W illiam S. 
Vare, staunch 
advocate of 
beer and wines, today was con­ 
ceded the Republican nomina­ 
tion to tile U. S. Senate, 
which in Pennsylvania, virtu­ 
ally means election. 
Vare’s vote yesterday in 5,- 
968 of the 8,281 election dis­ 
tricts in the state was 529,044 
against 413,504 for George 
Wharton Pepper, the incum­ 
bent and 253,205 for Gov. G if­ 
ford Pinchot. 
Pepper had made his campaign 
on support of the~Coolidge admin­ 
istration w ith the most active sup­ 
port 
Secretary 
of the Treasury 
Mellon has ever given a candidate 
in his home state, but he went 
down in defeat 
with 
Governor 
Gilford Pinchot, dryest 
of 
the 
try * and a RooseveKian 
figure. 
Since only two Democratic sen­ 
ators have been 
chosen in the 
history of the state since 1876, 
the nomination was interpreted as 
presaging election. 
In the senatorial contest Vare 
made his sole appeal on the beer 
issue. 
He claimed the Volstead 
act had proved 
a failure. 
He 
promises to be a power in the 
next Republican national conven­ 
tion with the delegation 
of 
the 
state behind him. 
Office seekers 
over the counrty were watching 
the result here, he said. 
Penn­ 
sylvania would prove 
the 
Key­ 
stone state in the move for mod­ 
ification, he contended. 
Mellon made a speech for Pep- 
ier, 
claiming 
Republicans 
hgre 
should support nim 
to 
endorse 
the policies of Coolidge and the 
national government 
which Pep­ 
per has supported while in the 
senate. 
It was the first polictial 
speech Mellon ever made. 
Pinchot made his fight against 
what he called the Vare and Mel­ 
lon machines, contending he was 
a "d ry” dry. 
His vote fell far 
below 
expectations, 
opponents 
even eating into his contemplat­ 
ed majorities in 
the mine dis­ 
tricts, where he was considered 
strongest. 
This complete victory for Vare 
may make him the longest sought 
successor to Boies 
Penrose, so­ 
called boss of the 
state a few 
years ago, who wielded so much 
influence in the selection of pres­ 
idential candidate and in designa­ 
tion of the policies of the party. 
Edward E . 
Beidelman, 
former 
lieutenant governor, 
and 
candid- 
' ate for 
Governor, 
was 
carried 
along on the Vare wave against 
three opponents. 
H e polled 534,- 
615 votes in 5800 districts. 
John 
S. Fisher, running-mate of Sena­ 
tor Pepper, received 472,248; Con­ 
gressman Thomas W . Phillips 52,- 
221 and former governor John Iv. 
Tener, 33,238. 
Vares’ greatest plurality was in 
Philadelphia, his home city, where 
he rolled up 331,495 votes— 220,928 
more than Pepper who had 114,317 j 
votes in this city. 
Pinchot polled ' 
28,036. 
However, in Allegheny 
County,! 
w hich, includes Pittsburgh, strong-: 
hold of the Mellon organization,' 
which backed 
the 
Pepper-Fisher J 
ticket, Vare appeared to be run­ 
ning behind.

Pepper had polled 74,209; V are; 
62,407 and Pinchot 40,241 in 1229 j 
districts out of 1406. 
Fisher was 
carried along with Pepper, polling 
75,224 votes against 
Biedelman’s 
53.540. 
Because he won as an avowed 
wet favoring modification of the 
Volstead law, V are’s 
victory 
is 
hailed in Anti prohibition quarters 
as a wet triumph. 
If the vote at 
the polls, however, is to be re­ 
garded as the first state-wide re­ 
ferendum on a clear cut wet and 
dry issue, the 
drys 
hold 
they 
scored an 
overwhelming 
victory. 
The combined vote against Vare, 
polled for Pepper and Pinchot, is 
expected to exceed by 150,000 that 
cast 
for 
the 
Philadelphia 
wet 
leader. 
The vote from the rural dis­ 
tricts piled up increasing totals 
for Pinchot, a bone dry, and Pep­ 
per, the administration candidate, 
but because this an ti-Vare vote 
was split between them, neither 
could overcome Vare’s vote.

Interesting description of "ichy- 
thyol.’’ special product of the Day­
